Defense does it again

And 
both Dent and Hampton got some help from Steve 
McMichael. In fact, the entire defensive line played well. 

The game was a typical Bears-Packers slugfest, not un- 
like many I’ve played in. But the play that Charles Martin 
made on Jim McMahon was one of the most ridiculous 
things I’ve ever seen on the football field. That wasn’t even 
close to being a fair hit. 

And just as bad was the way the other Packer players 
reacted to it. They were giving Martin high-fives on the 
sideline. If Martin was one of my teammates ! would have 
slapped him myself. 

That has no business on the playing field and he should 
get at least a three or four-game suspension out of it. 

Besides that, the Bears did make some errors in the 
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game. William Perry's fumble at the goal line was costly. 
And the special teams had a punt blocked. 

But a lot of good also came out of the game. For one 
thing McMahon had a chance to play for over three quart- 
ers. He wasn’t that sharp in the game, but he got the play- 
ing time he needed. And don’t forget that a couple of his 
passes were dropped, too. 

The special teams also made up for the blocked punt 
by coming up with one of their own for a touchdown. And 
Kevin Butler came through with the game-winning fieid 
goal. And the defense showed why it’s the best in the 
league. | 

Give credit to the Bears for adjusting well in the game. 
When something didn’t work, they went down another 
avenue and found an opening. The hitting and intensity 
was there the entire game. It’s just that the execution was 
lacking at times. Once the Bears get that down they'll have 
no problems. 

.You also have to give some credit to the Packer defense, 
which played a good game. But at the end the Bears 
proved they did enough to win the game. It won't get any 
easier, but the Bears are getting stronger. 

The defense is playing consistent, so now we’re just 
looking for the offense to catch on.

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Bears vent their anger on Green Bay

CHICAGO — The Green Bay Packers should know not 
to make the Bears mad at them. But that’s just what they 
did, and Chicago made them pay for it with some tough 
defense and a 12-10 win Sunday at Soldier Field. 

But it wasn't easy, as the Bears needed a 32-yard field 
goal by Kevin Butler with just over two minutes left to come 
from behind a 10-9 deficit to win. 

Coupled with Minnesota’s loss to Cincinnati, the win 
clinched a tie for the NFC Central Division title for the 
Bears. 

The play that ignited the Bears in the first half was a 
late hit, or tackle to be more exact, by Green Bay's Charlie 
Martin against Jim McMahon with 7:55 left in the half. 
McMahon had just thrown a short pass across midfield 
that was intercepted by the Packers’ Mark Lee. 

After the play Martin picked up McMahon and threw him 
to the turf on his right shoulder, resulting in an unneces- 
sary roughness penalty and Martin’s ejection from the 
game. 

“They got some players that are really questionable,” 
said Bears codch Mike Ditka. “It’s uncalled for. | have 
nothing to do with Charles Martin and hopefully | never 
do.”’ 

Said McMahon about the hit, ‘‘I’m not surprised. It was 
a blatant thing to do. That's the way the Packers are some- 
times. They try to intimidate us with things like that, but 
it really doesn't intimidate us atvall.” 

Television cameras showed Martin had a hit list on the 
towel he was wearing on the sidelines with (in the order 
on the towel) the following Bears’ numbers on it: 9, McMa- 
hon; 34, Walter Payton; 29, Dennis Gentry; 83, Willie 
Gault; and 63, Jay Hilgenberg. 

“Those are key guys on the Bears’ team and we just 
wanted to put one or two of them out and help our chances 
at winning,” Martin said. “I had it in my mind that we were 
going to go in and try to take some key guys out. . . to 
go in there and knock some guys out and you know, pos- 
sibly win the game.” ; 

About the play Martin said, ‘‘We got the interception and 
I'm trying to knock somebody down so maybe Lee can 
run. Jim McMahon was there and \ just took him down.” 

When asked if he would do it again Martin said, ‘No, 
not as rough. | felt terrible, but | think justice has been 
done (with the ejection).” 

Bears’ defense smothers Packers 

When he left for the locker room Martin was doused with 
cups from the fans and Green Bay’s offense was doused 
with Bears. 

In the rest of the half, Green Bay's offense gained just 
11 total yards on 18 plays. 

After Martin’s ejection Green Bay took over at its own

25, When quarterback Randy Wright was sacked by 
Richard Dent for a loss of 10 yards on 3rd down Green 
Bay's Don Bracken was forced to punt from his own goal 
line. 

Shaun Gayle then Game across to block the punt and 
Gentry recovered the ball in the end zone for Chicago's 
only touchdown, giving-the Bears a 9-0 lead. 

The Packers had just 29 total yards in the half, with 
Wright completing four of 14 passes for 13 yards and two 
interceptions. 

McMahon didn’t perform much better, completing six 
of 19 passes in the half for 30 yards and two interceptions. 

McMahon said the hit he took on his shoulder bothered 
him a little. ‘It didn’t help it,” he said. “It’s not easy throw- 
ing the ball in this field and you just have to deal with it.” 

The Bears’ defense was putting constant pressure on 
Wright in the half, sacking him twice for 16 yards lost and 
finishing the game with six sacks. 

On the opening drive of the second half the Packers 
moved to Chicago's five-yard line before Al Del Greco 
came in to kick a 22-yard field goal. 

Pass play gives Packers lead 

The Packers then took a 10-9 lead on a 46-yard pass 
from Wright to Ed West over Dave Duerson with 7:49 left 
to play. 4 

“That was one of the dumbest plays I’ve ever made,” 
said Duerson, who has hardly made any dumb plays this 
year. “I’m grateful for Mike Singletary and Kevin Butler.” 

That’s because the Bears’ defense gave the offense 
another chance with 6:20 left in the game when Single- 
tary forced a fumble by Gary Ellerson that Duerson reco- 
vered at Green Bay’s 35-yard line. 

Mike Tomczak, who replaced McMahon on the preced- 
ing series, moved the Bears to the 14-yard line with a lit- 
tle help from Payton. Payton gained 16 yards on three 
carries on the 20-yard drive. He also went over 1,000 yards 
rushing for the season for the 10th time in his career, 
finishing the game with 85 yards on 17 carries. 

Butler then came in to kick his game-winning field goal 
after missing a 46-yard attempt early in the fourth quarter. 

“| didn't really fool with the wind on the last one,” Bu- 
tler said. ‘It wasn’t that far and | just swung straight for 
the goal posts.” 

Ditka didn’t watch Butler’s field goal, saying, ‘‘) want- 
ed the fans to tell me if it was good or bad.” 

Ditka made the quarterback change because McMahon 
wasn’t moving the team well. “I’m just trying to get some- 
thing going,” Ditka said. “\’m sure he hurt his shoulder 
some. | thought it affected his throwing. He never really 
let the ball fly.” 

Execution still hurting offense 

And even with McMahon at quarterback the Bears’ 

offense had problems with execution and interceptions.

The Bears’ defense set up the offense for that poten- 
tial touchdown when Mike Richardson intercepted a Wright 
pass at the Packers’ 32-yard line. !f was Richardson's sixth 
interception of the year. 

“I'm very thankful we have our defense,’’ Ditka said. 
“Dan was outstanding, | don’t think he has any love for 
those guys. The play of the entire defense has been out- 
standing.” 

Said Singletary, “‘We have to go out there and make 
something happen. And that’s what it’s all about." 

“They had two plays all day. We shut them down,” 
Duerson said.

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Television makes public 
more aware of injuries 


If injuries haven't increased in the National Football 
League this year, awareness of injuries has.

Football is a dangerous sport and always will be 
a dangerous sport. 

There are ways to reduce injuries. The use of the knee 
brace is more common than ever among pros and col- 
legians. Somebody must think it works.

' Public awareness of injury comes from television. Last 
year, the broken leg suffered by Washington quarterback 
Joe Theismann was one of the most gruesome sights ever 
replayed for a national TV audience. Theismann himself 
couldn’t stand to look at it. 


It was not the first broken leg ever suffered, however, 


and it won’t be the last. 

This year, Monday night football has televised two scary 
episodes involving neck injuries. 

Green Bay’s Tim Lewis had his career ended when he 
collided with Bears receiver Willie Gault. Although Lewis 
suffered no permanent damage, he was advised to give 
up the sport. 

San Francisco receiver Mike Wilson laid on the field for 
10 minutes after he suffered a neck injury in a game 
against Washington. He was walking around during the 
second half, but not until he had frightened viewers and 
prompted commentator Frank Gifford into a monologue 


on football health and safety. 

Artificial turf has been blamed for injury after much de- 
bate and a few inspired surveys. Turf had nothing to do 
with the neck injuries, but that is beside the point. Why 
anyone neéds to be convinced that it is more dangerous 
to play on fuzzy cement than on grass is another matter 
for debate. The facts seem indisputable. 

Injury problem involves conscience 

The real debate is over what is being done to minimize‘ 
injuries. The answer is not enough. Part of the reason in- 
volves conscience. 

The NFL Players Association always talks about improv- 
ing safety, but the subject of artificial turf is always thrown 
out the window at the first mention of more money. 

Nothing ever will be done about getting rid of artificial 
turf if money becomes the main issue. : 

Likewise, nothing much will be done about minimizing 
injuries in general if cold statistics are the only guideline 
for action. 

For example, an owner with no conscience could argue 
that injuries are cost efficient because they hurry the rate 
of attrition and keep rosters young (and therefore salar- 
ies low). 

The use of anabolic steroids by players is another con- 
tributing factor to injuries, according to some experts. 

In a Sports Illustrated article, Indianapolis linebacker 
Johnie Cooks called steroids the ‘‘worst problem in the 
NFL.” Los Angeles Raider defensive end Howie Long es- 
timated 50 percent of big men take steroids. 

Steroids are drugs that help build muscle mass and ena- 
ble players to get bigger and stronger. The only league 
rule involving their use is that they have to be prescribed 
by a doctor. . 

Some players say they contribute to injury. Despite their 
strength-building characteristics, they always leave some 
parts of the body week. And, collisions involving artificially- 
bulked up players naturally produce more chance for 
injury. 

Bears tackle Jimbo Covert and Atlanta Falcons guard 
Bill Fralic both say they experimented with steroids for a 
brief time while they were at the University of Pittsburgh. 

Both quit and have said they won't take them as pros. 
They are both good examples of how players still can get 
to the top of their profession without help from artificial 


means. ook

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Some quit steroids because it’s wrong 

Their reason for turning their large backs on steroids 
is most interesting. Neither was particularly frightened for 
themselves nor convinced steroids use is causing injury 
and creating havoc around the league. 

Fralic was concerned enough to call commissioner Pete 
Rozelle and tell him he thought steroids were more preva- 
lent than cocaine. But Fralic’s reason for quitting was sim- 
ple: he thought it was wrong. 

“It bothered my conscience,”’ Fralic said. ‘After | tried 
it, | just quit. | didn’t experience any bad side effects or 
anything. They made me bigger and stronger. After | quit 
taking them, | lost the things | had gained from them. 

“| just think | saw the right side of the issue. | thought 
| could do the job the way | am. | could do it better if | did 
(take steroids), but if that’s what it takes I’m not willing

to cheat to do that.” 

Likewise, Covert said he took them for a year at Pitt and 
quit because he didn't know what he was doing and prob- 
ably wasn’t geting the full effects from them. 

“Kids are the ones who are suffering,’’ Covert said. 
‘When they see a player or a successful athlete and they 
hear through the grapevine that a guy takes steroids, they 
think the only way they can get there is by doing that. 
That’s bad. You can get there by just being a hard-working 
person and by sacrificing. 

“There is no easy way to get there no matter what you 
do. | saw a survey someplace that asked: ‘If you could take 
a pill and be at the top of your profession and in five years 
be dead, would you take it?’ Something like 95 percent 
said they would!”’ 

Covert pointed out that steroids are not just a problem 
in pro football, but in many sports internationally. 

It will take more than statistics, surveys, or rules to limit 
the use of steroids or minimize injuries. It will take con- 
science.

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McMahon returns to the starting lineup 


Bears coach Mike Ditka originally said he would have 
to see quarterback Jim McMahon throw Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday before he would say McMahon would 
Start against the Packers last Sunday. 

Evidently Ditka was so impressed by McMahon’s throw- 
ing on Wednesday that he didn’t have to wait until Friday 
to make a decision. He announced after Wednesday’s 
practice that McMahon would start at quarterback against 
Green Bay. 

McMahon threw about 75 passes during Wednesday’s 
practice, and Ditka liked what he saw.

“Jimmy threw very well and he’s ready to play,” Ditka 
' said. “‘He threw a lot more than | thought he was going 
to throw. He went right through all the drills and even the 
individual passes he threw.” 

McMahon threw mainly short and medium range pass- 
es on Wednesday and threw them hard. 

‘He didn’t throw every pass perfect, but nobody does 
that,’’ Ditka said. “He had good zip on the ball.” 

“| threw all right. It was pretty good for the first time 
back,’* McMahon said. “I don’t have a whole lot of free- 
dom in the shoulder joint itself. | don’t think it’ll be 100 
percent until I get it fixed. But it’s good enough to play.” 

McMahon said he will undergo arthroscopic surgery af- 
ter the season to make more room between the bones in 
the joint. *‘! want to get it taken care of so | don’t have 
this problem year after year,’’ he said. 

McMahon said he didn’t throw exactly the way he nor- 
mally does, but threw three-quarters instead. “I'll proba- 
bly throw three-quarters more than I’ve ever thrown 
before,”’ he said. ‘‘If | start dropping way down and start 
throwing sidearm, then I'll screw it up.” 

Though Ditka said McMahon is throwing without pain, 
he admitted only McMahon knows that for sure. ‘‘I can’t 
even tell when Diana (his wife) has a headache anymore,” 
he said. “‘The soreness won't be in the shoulder, it'll be 
in the arm.” Ditka said the soreness shouldn’t be a 
problem and that it can be rubbed out easily enough. 

“He's been out for a long time and he wants to get back 
in there. He'll work it out all right,” Ditka said. 

Despite McMahon missing six of the first 11 games this 
season, Ditka wasn’t worried about McMahon being rusty 
against Green Bay. 


“I'm not concerned and | know he isn’t. That would be 
looking at the negative side of it,”” Ditka said. 

McMahon took the majority of the offensive snaps last 
week, with Mike Tomczak taking the rest. Steve Fuller and 
Doug Flutie worked the scout team against the defense. 

McMahon also wore gloves during part of the practice 
on Wednesday when it got colder out. 

The Bears have now won the last 23 games in which 
McMahon has started, the longest such streak in the NFL. 

But Ditka said McMahon's return doesn’t seem to have 
affected the team greatly. ‘‘I think everyone’s just glad to 
see him back,”’ he said. “‘! didn’t notice any difference.” 

@IT’S CRUNCH TIME in the NFL. The Bears have just 
eight games left in the season if they make it all the way 
to the Super Bowl, and Ditka said players should have no 
problem getting ready for them. 

“Eight games, that’s all it is. If teams don’t realize that 
the worst is behind them, then they’re foolish because 
eight games is nothing,” he said. “Time flies when you’re 
in this business.” 

Going into those final eight games Ditka sees his team 
in good shape, with the offense on the verge of turning 
things loose. 

“We're within a hair of putting up some points and put- 
ting on some offensive shows,”’ he said. “‘We make mis- 
takes, but we don’t make as many mistakes as some other 
teams. 

“The only thing | don’t want to do is start comparing 
us to other teams. What I’m trying to do is compare us 
to how good we can be. Maybe that’s too idealistic, to 
make all the blocks and execute all the plays. But we did 
a lot of things very well the last couple of weeks. 

“Defensively I’m just pleased the way they’re working.” 

©TO MATCH UP better with the Packers’ speed, Ditka 
said before the game that he may make some personnel 
changes in the nickel defense. 

Those changes included taking Gary Fencik out of the 
nickel defense and putting Shaun Gayle at free safety. But 


Fencik is actually being'repiaced in the defense by Todd 
Bell, who has played in‘the nickel at linebacker in place 
of Mike Singletary while he was injured. 

But now with Singletary fully healthy again the Bears 
didn’t want to keep Bell out of the defense. So Bell played 
at strong safety and Dave Duerson played the nickel back. 

@WHEN ASKED TO NAME the most improved Bears this 
season Ditka included Keith Ortego, Dennis Gentry, Tho- 
mas Sanders and Mike Richardson. 

eCOLD WEATHER IS becoming a concern for the Bears 
as the playoffs approach and they’re beginning to con- 
sider sites at which to practice during the playoffs. 

The Bears have used the Falcons’ practice facility the 
last two years to prepare for the playoffs. But with the Fal- 
cons still a possibility to make the playoffs Chicago may 
have to find another site. 

Alternate sites the Bears are considering include the 
University of Illinois, Wake Forest University and Tampa. 

Currently the Bears are keeping a tarp over their prac- 
tice field at Lake Forest to keep it soft and dry. But that

In the good old days, the Pittsburgh Steelers would be 
fine-tuning their playoff machine at this time of the sea- 
son. But for the second consecutive campaign, the four- 
time Super Bowl champions are starting to say, “Wait until 
next year.” 

Any hopes of a Steeler appearance in the playoffs this 
winter went down the drain at Cleveland Stadium last Sun- 
day. In overtime, Cleveland quarterback Bernie Kosar con- 
nected with Webster Slaughter on a 37-yard touchdown 
pass for a 37-31 Browns victory. The loss dropped the 
Steelers’ record to 4-8. They trail the front-running Browns 
and Bengals by four games. 

“We're going to play out this season and see how we 
do. We're going to see how people play when the going 


gets tough, and the going is tough right now,” says head ~ 


coach Chuck Noll. 

Even though the Steelers will probably finish under .500 
for the second consecutive year (they were 7-9 last sea- 
son), Noll’s job appears safe. 

“| have never worried about my coaching career, and 
I'm not going to now,”’ Noll says. 

Steeler management isn't about to run Noll out of town. 

“| don’t think it’s necessary to ever give Chuck Noll a 
vote of confidence,” says Steeler president Dan Rooney. 
“He’s the type of guy who does his job and fits well here.” 

Steelers have no leadership 
Many critics of the club have pointed to a lack of leader-

ship on the playing field. 

“You have a real leadership problem,’’ says former 
Steeler standout Rocky Bleier. ‘'| don’t know whether 
you've got anybody that you’d listen to on this team. Who's 
going to take you aside? You might listen to (center) Mike 
Webster, but he’s not that type.” 

Since Terry Bradshaw retired a few years back, the 
Steelers haven't gotten any leadership out of the quarter- 
back position. They also haven't gotten many good per- 
formances from their signal-callers. Through 11 games, 
starter Mark Malone ranked near the bottom of the AFC 
passing charts. Only Indianapolis rookie Jack Trudeau 
(55.1) had a worse rating than Malone (60.1). The seven- 
year veteran out of Arizona State had completed only 49 
percent of his passes and had been intercepted 11 times. 

Yet Malone has been improving since the beginning of 
this season. In the first four games of '86, Malone’s pass 
rating was 31.6. He missed two games due to a thumb 
injury but returned to the lineup and played like a new man. 
He had a streak of 105 passes without an interception in 
late October and early November.

Noll is sticking with Malone through thick and thin. 

“Mark is a quarterback we can win with. When your sup- 
porting cast does well, you’re going to do well,”’ Noll said. 

Receivers haven’t been a factor 

Through 11 weeks, the Steelers ranked dead last in AFC 
offense. They were 3rd rushing and 14th passing. A glance 
at the receiving statistics tells the sad story. Wide-outs 
John Stallworth (17 for 193) and Louis Lipps (16 for 216) 
have been non-factors all season long. Running back 
Walter Abercrombie (26 for 199) is the team’s leading 
receiver. He also leads the team in rushing (141 for 563). 
Former Charger and Eagle Earnest Jackson is also do- 
ing a good job in the rushing department (179 for 478). 


Earlier this season, Jackson was run out of Philadelphia 
by new head coach Buddy Ryan. He has started nine con- 
secutive games since joining the Steelers. 

“The thing that pulls at him is peopie say he can’t block 


and he blocks,"’ says Noll. ‘‘He’s had some key ones for 
us.” 


Defensively, the Steelers ranked a respectable 6th in 
the AFC after 11 games. They were 6th against the pass 
and 9th against the rush. The Steelers have been allow- 
ing 317 yards per game. The defense has recorded 33 
sacks and 21 turnovers.

Bears’ defense proves its critics wrong 


The swagger came back in Atlanta. That’s all that was 
missing. 

Statistically, the Bears’ defense all season has been the 
equal of last year’s bunch that gave ground as grudging- 
ly as elbow-to-elbow security cops. It has been coolly effi- 
cient, but never chillingly brutal. It hadn't made first downs 
harder to come by than $20 gold pieces. It hadn’t stuffed 
and mounted any quarterbacks. 

In Atlanta, the Bears knocked quarterback David Arch- 
er out of the game in the second quarter. *‘Nobody boot- 
legs on me twice,” defensive end Richard Dent said as 
calmly as Clint Eastwood cocking his gun. 

They allowed the Faicons two first downs in the second 
half. in the last 18:49, the Falcons didn't advance past their 
35-yard line and even the Bears’ offense had only one play 
in Bear territory. Their 13-10 lead was insurmountable. 

It could have been bigger. Kevin Butler was spraying 
field-goa!l attempts like a clogged garden hose. Most 
defenses, that would have frustrated. It only egged the 
Bears on. They acted as though they would have given 
the Falcons two more points if they could, just to make 
it more sporting. Safety Dave Duerson said middle line- 
backer Mike Singletary actually smiled when Butler missed 
his last atiempt, as though a six-point lead wouldn’t have 
teased the Falcons enough. 

“We raced on the field,’’ Duerson said. ““We wanted 
to be out there.” 

How else were they going to wear out the Falcons’ 
offense? The way things were going, the teams could have 
played sudden death, just Atlanta's offense against the 
Bears’ defense, and the Bears wouid have scored first. 
And the Bears knew it. 

Through that 11th game, the defense had allowed 11 
touchdowns. It had given up seven in the last nine games, 
two in the last four, none in the last two. It had allowed 
109 points for the season, 11 fewer than a year ago. 

Tobin sacrifices some things 

it wasn't playing with the old abandon of 1985, partly 
by design and mostly because it had to learn Vince Tobin's 
new system. Still, it was allowing a lower completion per- 
centage, fewer yards and only three more first downs. 
Those were things Tobin's more conservative system was 
supposed to sacrifice in the name of safety- 

Sacks were down, from 45 to 39, but that 13.4 percent 
drop was less than the drop leaguewide. Offenses wer- 
en't stupid. They were making sacks harder to come by. 

They were throwing the ball more quickly. They were 


. 


leaving more blockers back. They were running more 
often. 

“Offenses were sitting ducks last year,"’ Singletary says. 
“They had to do something. They did’ something. They 
ran more. And when they passed, they started putting tight 
ends in the backfield and leaving extra guys back to 
block.”’ 

Against the Bears’ defense, especially, teams have 
decided running in place is better than having no place 
to hide. Opponents have been banging their running 
backs’ heads into the Bears’ front wall 25 percent more 
often than they did a year ago. They don’t have many more 


yards to show for it, but that’s not the idea. What they’ve 
done is keep that front wall from caving in on their quar- 
terbacks. 

“If they can establish the run, they take away our pass 
rush,” linebacker Ron Rivera says. *'! think that’s what 
teams fear most about us. They don’t want to let us turn 
on the blitz.” 

Tobin notices opponents doing two specific things differ- 
ently. One is the willingness to run more. ‘‘We’re seeing 
so many draws on first down, to get us out of our pass 
rush,” Tobin says. “‘That’s basically all the Rams did. They 
didn’t run a lot of true running plays.” 

Even more dramatic is the type of pass routes teams 
have used. ‘‘They’ve blocked nine men a couple times, 
everyone but the quarterback and a receiver,’’ coach Mike 
Ditka says. 


Two receiver-routes, with eight blockers, have become 
almost commonplace. 

“This is the first year I’ve seen that,"’ says Gary Fen- 
cik, the Bears’ 11th-year safety. “They keep everybody 
in and send their receivers deep.” 

“They figure if they just try to drop back and pass,’’ says 
Ditka, “they're going to get their quarterback in trouble.”’ 
Falcons’ running game didn’t work 

The Falcons didn’t worry about that. With the league’s 
best running game, they decided they could stall off the 
Bears’ pass rush with their normal offense. 

They couldn't. They gave Tobin a chance to show he's 
willing to blitz if the offense is willing to dare him. 

“| watched our blitzes during the week, and | couldn't 
have adjusted to them,”’ Ditka said. ‘'l don’t know how the 
hell you pick them up. | don’t even think they used all the 
ones they worked on.” 

It was Ditka,“of course, who contended any good defen- 
sive coach could look great with the Bears’ players. The 
players wondered. They thought Buddy Ryan’s system 
had brought the best out in them. The recklessness of his 
style had put the starch in their swagger. 

Now Tobin’s system is showing there’s more than one 
way to skin a quarterback. 

Ryan used to make fun of cornerback Mike Richardson. 
He said he had to blitz because he didn’t have corners 
who could cover anyone more than two seconds. Richard- 
son covered the end zone like a fortress for the first 11 
weeks. He gave up no touchdowns and grabbed five in- 
terceptions. 

Duerson had six interceptions. He had five sacks. He 
had a ticket to the Pro Bowl all but assured. The same 
Duerson whom Ryan could hardly wait to bump from the 
lineup. 

Otis Wilson wasn’t blitzing so much anymore, but he 
was getting to the quarterback just as often. At the other 
outside linebacker spot, Wilber Marshall was looking like 
a one-man vigilante squad. Don’t tell him about Tobin’s 
cautious defense. 

Perhaps the biggest difference was in the middle. Ryan 
used to say losing Singletary would be as costly as losing 
a quarterback. Tobin says he doesn’t like to make any one 
player that essential to the defense. Rivera backed up his 
claim when the Bears won 13-7 and 23-3 when Singletary 
missed games with injuries. 

“He has surprised me and a lot of other people in the

defensive unit,’’ Richardson said. ‘‘We didn’t feel he had 
the foot speed to do some of the things he’s been doing.” 
That’s what Ryan always said. 

' He was fast enough, Ditka said. Fast enough to play 
linebacker as long as linebackers didn’t have to play like 
safeties. 

“Coach Tobin doesn’t put me in stressful situations 
covering wideouts,”’ Rivera says. ‘Even when | cover a 
back, | have help behind me. I’m not in situations where 
I'm struggling to stay with a guy.” 

Most of all, Tobin doesn’t expect Rivera to be Single- 
tary. ‘‘Buddy always expected you to play the game north 
and south,” Rivera says. ‘‘Buddy expected you to take 
one or two steps and boom! Go to the backfield.” Like Sin- 
gletary. Rivera's different. He was a college star roaming 
laterally along the line, then plugging the hole before the 
ball carrier got there. 

That’s what Tobin lets him do, and he’s getting to the 
play instead of getting lost among the blockers. He’s an- 
ticipating, not chasing. ‘‘His way is the right way, too,” 
Ditka says. 

“| think I’m beginning to prove myself little by little,”’ 
Rivera says. ‘I've kind of proven my critics wrong.”’ He 
could say that for the whole defense.

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Big plays made by the big players again

Once again it was a day of big plays by big players for 
the Bears’ defense in Chicago’s 12-1 victory over the 
Green Bay Packers Sunday. 

The defensive fireworks started early when cornerback 
Mike Richardson intercepted a Randy Wright pass at the 
Green Bay 30-yard line on the Packers’ first offensive play. 

“Mike Richardson's interception was beautifully read,”’ 
said safety Dave Duerson. 

Minutes later, the defense struck again when defensive 
end Dan Hampton corralled Packer running back Kenneth 
Davis in his end zone to give the Bears a safety and a 2-0 
lead. 

Hampton was the catalyst for the Bears defense all af- 
ternoon, registering the safety, six tackles, two assists and 
three and a half sacks which totaled losses of 20 yards. 

“Dan was outstanding,’ head coach Mike Ditka said. 
“Dan has something to prove; he doesn’t have any love 
for those guys (Green Bay). 

“I think Dan has played well all year long. | just don’t 
think he has gotten the recognition he deserves.” 

Linebacker Mike Singletary was more in awe of Hamp- 
ton’s performance than anything else. 

“Oh goodness! He was just unbelievable,’’ said Single- 
tary. ‘‘He was ready to play. Hampton was coming off the 
ball and he was in their backfield all day. He just did a 


good job.” 
Martin fires up Bears’ defense 


In the second quarter, Hampton and the defense got 
an added boost when Packer defensive tackle Charles 
Martin was ejected for slamming quarterback Jim McMa- 
hon to the turf. 

“It definitely fired us up,”’ Singletary said. ‘At that time, 
| have to be honest, we were ready to go fist-fight because 
there is no room in football for that. This is a football game, 
people come here for excitement, not that — at least | hope 
not. 

“I never like to see that happen. When our guys do that, 
I'm the first one to say, ‘Hey, we don’t play like that.’ 

“That guy, McMahon, just like everybody else, has a 
family to raise, people to look out for, people depending 
on him and there is just no room for that in football.’ 

After the McMahon incident, the Bear defense dug in 
and, with the help of a psyched crowd, pushed the Pack- 
ers back to their own 25-yard line, thanks in part to a 
10-yard sack by defensive end Richard Dent. 

On fourth down, the pumped-up Bear defense rose to 
the occasion once agian. Safety Shaun Gayle blocked a 
Don Bracken punt into the end zone where Dennis Gen- 
try fell on the ball for a touchdown. 

“The special teams made a big mistake,” Ditka said 
in reference to Green Bay’s blocked punt earlier in the se- 


cond quarter. ‘But they made the big play to get us the” 


touchdown.” 

Gentry’s touchdown gave the Bears a 9-0 halftime bulge 
and capped what could have been the defense's most 
dominant half of football all year. The Packers were only 
able to muster three first downs, 16 rushing yards, 13 pass- 
ing yards and 2 pass completions. 

However, the second half didn’t start out as well as the 
first half ended. : 

The Packers took the half’s opening kickoff, drove 52 
yards and scored when Al Del Greco kicked a 22-yard field 
goal. 

The defensive dominance went into furthe remission in 
the fourth quarter when Wright hit tight end Ed West, who 
had beaten Duerson, with a 46-yard touchdown pass to 
put the Packers out in front, 10-9. 

“It was just a stupid play,’’ Duerson said. “‘! just let my 
guy go. | saw Randy Wright scramble and | thought he 
made it to the line of scrimmage or crossed it, and | left 
my guy open.” 

Defense comes through again 

After that touchdown, the game looked to be lost, es- 
pecially when the Bear offense failed to move the ball af- 
ter getting decent field position. But, again, the defense 
came to the receive. 

Following a Bear punt, the Packers had the ball at their 
own 30-yard line with 6:26 left in the game. 

On the first play of the series, Wright handed the ball 
to running back Gary Ellerson, who gained five yards be- 
fore he coughed up the ball. 

Duerson pounced on the fumble which put the Bears 
at the Green Bay 34-yard line. 

“Our guys up front were doing such a great job,” said 
Singletary, who forced the fumble. 

“The center came off on me, | fought him off and | was 
fortunate enough to be in the hole and had a little time 
to get my body in perfect position. And | just went straight 
ahead and there was nowhere else for him (Ellerson) to 
go.” 
Six plays later, Kevin Butler kicked the field goal which 
gave the Bears the 12-10 win. 

So for the second straight week, the Bear defense over-

shadowed the Bear offense. But this lack of offense 
doesn’t put any added pressure on the Bear defense, ac- 
cording to Singletary. 

“We have to do a job every week,”’ he said. ‘‘It doesn’t 
matter how the offense plays, we have a job to do. 

“Right now, the offense is trying to get some things 
together, and until then we just have to play above our- 
selves and | like that. | like having that responsibility.” 

After it was all said and done, a relieved Ditka stated 
the obvious. 

“When a team is playing as hard as our defense is, any- 
thing can happen. We can accomplish anything. 

“Tam very thankful we have our defense. They play hard 
and have great pride.”
